Telling the D«pth of Water by E»r. 
About two years ago I wis-hed to know 


from time to time the rate at which a river 
was rising after a fall of rain. The river 
was at a considerable distance from the 
Bpot where its height was to be known. 
By means of the combination of two organ 
pipes and a telephonic circuit I have been 
able to make the required measurement 
within rather close limits. At the river 
station an organ pipe was fixed vertically 
in an inverted position, no that the water 
In the river acted as a stopper to the pipe, 
and the rise and fall of the water deter- 
mined the note it gave when blown by a 
email bellow* driven by a very small water 
wheel. 


A microphone was attached to the upper 


end of the organ pipe; this was in circuit 
with a wire leading to a town station at 
some distance; at the town station there 
w»s mi exactly similar organ pipe, which 
could he lowered into a vassal full of water 
while it was sounding. By means of tho 
telephone the note given by the pipe at the 
river was clearly heard at the town sta- 
tion; then the organ pipe at this station 
ip&!t Jowered or raised by hand until it 
gave the eajng note, The lengths of the 
organ pipes under wate* at );he two stations 
were then equal, so that the height ot tilt* 
water in the distant river was known. 


f\)p determination can be made in less 


£hoij a, minute fay any one who can recog- 
nize tho agreement pt f/wo slmjlau notea, 
The arrangement when first tested was sq 
plttssd that the height pf water at two 
places near together might be easily com.- 
pared. I found that a lad with an aver- 
age ear for musical sounds was able to get 
the two heights to agree within one-eighth 
yf an (neh pf each other, while a person 
frith an educated gap a4jns(#d the instru- 
ment Immediately^ to almost exact agi-uu- 
ment, The total heigh); to be measured 
was seventeen inches. A difference o( tern? 
perature at the two stations would make 
i small difference in the observed heights, 
The organ pipes were of square section 
and made of metal to resist the action of 
,he water.—Frederick J. Smith in Nature.

Papyrus £nd Paper* 


In ancient Egypt the papyrus plant grew 


in enormous quantities. The roots of it 
were used for food, the bark for ropes, 
baskets, mats and even for rivpr hoot- 
The fine skin of the inner bark was glued 
together in strips and employed as writing 
paper. The word "paper" is Indeed our 
modern form of the word "papyrus." 


Now fhis fine skin or rind was imported 


into Jiomp and by the Romans was. pallecj 
"liber," and when the 'pupyiua was made 
up into a book it, too, was known as A 
"liber." The case in which such a collec- 
tion of books was kept was termed (in low 
Latin) a "libraria," whence, through the 
French "libraine." we have our English 
''library,'' 


The Greeks called the plauf "byblos,!! 


and when among them thepapyrusDeeame 
a book the latter was termed a "byblos." 
The earliest Christian writers, using the 
Greek language, spoke of the Holy Scrip- 
tures as "biblia" (the books), and later, 
when the Scriptures were regarded as a 
single work and not as a collection, the 
plural form "biblfa" (the. books) wa^ 
adopted as a Latin singular, "biblia," (the 
book) 
With slight modification "biblia" 


spread into all modern Knrqpean fan- 
guages, and appeared in English, as ''the 
Bible" some time after the Norman con- 


Moteorlo Stones, 


The source of meteoric stones has great- 


ly puzzled scientists. Many have supposed 
them to be projected from lunar volcanoes 
txj such a distance as to come within range 
of the earth's attraction; others have given 
them a terrestial volcanic origin. The gen- 
eially received opinion is that of Laplace, 
who supposed them to be masses of matter, 
small planets in fact, revolving &rpun<J 
the sun and coming within the earth's at> 
traction. This opinion is carried out by 
the fact that showers of meteors occur at 
periodical intervals in August and Novem- 
ber. It has been calculated that of mete- 
ors bright enoueh to be visible to tho paked 
eye on a clear, moonless night the number 
that enter our atmosphere cannot be less 
than 7,500,000, and if those that would be 
visible in a telescope are included, at least 
400,000.000. 


AS there is no reason to believe that the 


region in which pur earth moves is more 
thickly beset with meteoric bodies than 
other parts of the solar domain, and fts ttg 
space through which the earth sweeps in 
a day is a mere point compared with the 
whole extent of that domain, the total 
number of these bodies that must exist 
around the sun is beyond conception. The 
hundreds of millions yearly burned up in 
our atmosphere (the ashes of which add, 
it is estimated, 1,000 tons weight to our 
earth in three years) will never be missed. 
—Brooklyn Eagle.

Ornamentation of Old Chests. 


The method of decoration by means of 


redbot irons was employed in Great

try curtains, and sijks and velvets were 
put into them. They were much in fashion 
in the reign of James I of England and VI 
of Scotland, and they are frequently dec- 
orated with subjects from the hunting 
field, sketched in by means of skewers 
heated by the fire. The men are dressed 
in the ugly trunk hose of the period. 


It will generally be found that (,he orna- 


mentation inside the lid of such a spruce 
chest is quite as rich as that on the front. 
The top of the chest is always left plain, as 
it wat used as a Reat—that is to «ay, the 
cutside of the hd was undecpratedi the in- 
gide presents a picture, always in good 
preservation, as it has been thoroughly 
protected. As far as the writer's experi- 
ence goes the oak chests were not carved 
inside on the under part of the lid; this 
decoration was used exclusively for the 
"spruce chests." Some of these cypress 
chests are not only long, but deep, and are 
formed of slabs of beautiful well grown 
frees of very considerable age. We have 
no reason for supposing that the pypreas 
wood was not home grown, and it would 
show that very stately and ancient cy- 
presses must have adorned our old gar- 
dens.—Cornhill Magazine.

The liuzz of Iitgectit' Wines.

Critical investigation has warranted the 


eonclu1 ion that the wings play no part (or 
if they do it is but a minor one) m the 
lm/,/.im; noises so often beu'd tecomc from 
the diiection of insects on the wing. I 
know t hat the supposition that the wings 
make the noise is even more than plausi- 
ble on Itrst thought, but the results of re- 
peated experiments by the best entomolo- 
gists sliow that the prevailing hypothesis is 
erronec us. It lias been found that horse-- 
(lies, b( es, bumblebees and other insects of 
that ill , can be Jield by the lega and made 
to produce the humming or buzzing noises 
so chai acteristic of the two w inged insect 
family, even though their wings be entire- 
ly removed, and that a partial (say tha 
clippin ^ of a half or two-thirds of each 
wing) i emoval of the organs of night only 
serves t o increase the shrillness of the noise. 


The part of the insect by which alone the 


sound is produced is the cavity known as 
tho thnrax, which corresponds with the' 
chest or breast of larger animals. The in- 
eide lining of this cavity is a thin, resonant 
membrane, to which are attached the wing 
and le;: muscles. Two small holes or air 
passages communicate with this natural 
.<Eoliun harp, and the motion of the insect's 
wings und legs causes these holes to open 
nnd close with every turn made necessary 
by the livers ins and outs of flight. The 
inflow and outflow of air through these 
holes (which may be compared to breath- 
ingjind which really is a species of that in- 
teresting operation), is the true cause of 
the sou ad which we call the "humming" 
or "bu'.zing" of the wings. Any curiona 
person so disposed can test this by catch- 
ing an insect of the class named and clos- 
ing t h j airholes with wax. Be careful 
not to injure tho creature or the results of 
the experiment will prove unsatisfactory.— 
St. Louis Kepublic.

Blrdi and Beasts That Are Now Extinct. 


Creature* That Have Served Tholr Fur- 
pon Should Mot Be Mourned Became 
They Are No More. 
Is it necessary to go"lnto paroxysms of 


grief because certain animals are extinct, 
or, ns Mr. Frederic A. Lucas, of the United 
States National museum, expresses it, are 
"threatened with extermination?" There 
ara more men and fewer wild animnls. 
Mankind does not interfere so much with 
the survival of the fittest as It hastens the 
destruction of ohe entire fauna. Formerly, 
as Mr. Lucas properly explains it, "through 
natural causes race after race of ani- 
mals has disappeared from the globe. 
The extermination of species by nature is 
ordinarily slow, and the place of one is 
taken by another, while the destnietion 
wrought by man Is rapid, and the gaps he 
creates remain unfilled." 


There was the great auk, an uncommonly 


fat and awkward bird, that positively said 
to hungry sailors, "Come, catch me, roast 
and eat me." Think of the godsend an 
Alca tmpensis must have been, not alone 
to primitive man, but to the early settlers 
of Maine or Labrador. 
When Cartier's 


hardy mariners landed off Funk island in 
1584 they made glorious feastings on the 
great, auk. Here were poor fellows, dying 
of scurvy, getting back vital forces with 
every mouthful of great auk they swal- 
lowed. Are they to be begrudged because 
they "filled two boats full of birds as if 
they had been stones, so that, besides 
them which we did eat fresh, every ship 
did powder and salt five or six barrels of 
them." 


Those Basque and other flshermon who 


crossed the stormy seas for cod depended 
on the luscious auk for their rations. The 
number of the birds must have been count- 
less, because the auk was not a prolific 
breeder, laying only one egg at a time 
Poor, stupid old bird, shaped by natuie to 
become fat and heavy, to flnd its food so 
readily that it wanted no wings, and so 
was killed! 


It might have lasted longer as a bird if 


it had not been for its feathers. Just as 
soon as it was a question of securing the 
Gar» fowl's feathers, then it was indeed 
bound to disappear. Men went to their 
best breeding ground, which was Funk is- 
land, and slew auks by the millions. AH 
that was done was to strip the birds 
of their skins, and their bodies were left 
to decay. Still the bird hung on as a 
rara avis up to 1840, and then it was no 
longer an Inhabitant of the world any 
more than the dodo. Could any of Car- 
tier's sailors have thought that a skeleton 
of a great auk, when offered for sale, 
would create the wildest excitement and 
be worth $000, or a bkin fetch 1650, or a 
fair eggshell $1,500? 


When Columbus sought Copango and 


came across the West Indies his sailors 
found along the shores the seal known to- 
day as the Monachns tropicahs. A distin- 
guished chai acteristic of this seal was that 
it placed litf le or no dependence on its hind 
flippers. Nature had overlooked or .slighted 
their development. It was a seal without 
proper co-ordination of movement. When 
It wanted to go forward ou the land it had 
to arch its back something like a caterpil- 
lar, and then after a prodigious effort its 
progress was less than a foot. Of course 
with the advent of man this West Indian 
was doomed 


The straugu thing about this seal, so far 


as the collector is concerned, is this— 
although Monachus tropicalis was known 
to have existed for several centuries, not a 
single perfect specimen has fallen into the 
hands of the naturalists. Dumpier in 1675 
told of the abundance of these seals and 
wrote, "The Spaniards do often 
come 


hither (Yucatan) to make oyl of their 
fat." Sir Hans Sloan, who ten years after 
Dampier visited the Bahamas, wrote that 
these islands were filled with seals: "Some- 
times fishers will catch 100 iu a night. 
They try to melt them and bring off their 
oil for lamps on the island." Perhaps the 
last of these seals is existing today, for 
some were taken as late as 1886, but in ten 
years from now there will be no more of 
Monachus tropicalis. It has served, its 
purpose. 


In the Swamp, in New York city, that 


quarter devoted to leather, one may oc- 
casionally see two men lifting into a truck 
what looks like a heavy wooden plank, 
only of greater width than is cut from 
trees. The material is stiff and hard, and 
if you strike it you can appreciate how 
hard it is 
It is walrus hide, used for 


buffing wheels, and it is about three inches 
thick. The walrus of the northern Pacific 
is being exterminated for its tusks, hide 
and oil. While whaling was profitable the 
walrus was passed over, but to-day it is 
too valuable. Ou ttte Atlantic side the 
chances of the walrus still existing are 
better, because it is much harder to get, 
but when the Pacific walrus becomes rare 
the Atlantic one will certainly be sought 
for.Little or nothing la known today about 
the rytina, or arctic sea cow—the Rytiua 
gigas. It was related tg the manatee, or 
dugong, only it lived fa!f north. It was a 
big creature, certainly twenty-five or thir- 
ty feet long, with a girth of from fifteen to 
twenty feet, and probably an adult would 
weigh four tons. It had a ridiculously 
small head aud was toothless. Its skin 
was supposably tough, not thick, but hard 
enough to resist the edge of an ax. It was 
gregarious and lived at the months of riv- 
ers, pasturing ou sea weed. When Behring 
(1741) was in Kamchatka he saved his 
crew from scurvy by taking sea cows. It 
was a creature so easy to kill that exter- 
mination soon took place. 


On Copper island, where this sea cow 


was once plentiful, they had become rare 
In 17«3. The last one was probably killed 
on Behring island in the last quarter of 
the Eighteenth century. Some years ago, 
at the instigation of the United States Na- 
tional museum, Dr. Stejnegnr visited Behr- 
ing island iu search ot sea cow skeletons 
und was fortunate enough ,x> find skulls, 
ribs and other bones, and so today No. 
21,966 of the catalogue of the National 
museum stands for the skeleton of the sea 
cow. 


So much notoriety has been given to the 


dodo that it is scarcely necessary to give 
more than-a passing notice to DioVus inep- 
tas. We generally accept Pisa's picture 
of the dodo, but the configuration given it 
by Savary iu the Seventeenth century 
comes nearer to what ornithologists be- 
lieve to have been the true shape. The 
probability 13 that after all the dodo was 
not a good bird to eat. In 1693, though it 
had been fairly abundant in Madagascar, 
Mauritius, Bourbon and Rodriguez, it was 
extinct. The dodo owes its reputation to 
the wonderful work done by Owen, who 
reconstructed a bird with a few bones.— 
New York Times.
